Assad accused as Beirut 
bomb kills security official 


BEIRUT (AFP) - A car bomb 
blast in central Beirut on Fri¬ 
day killed a top security offi¬ 
cial linked to the 
anti-Damascus camp in 
Febanon, where leaders 
pointed a finger of blame at 
Syrian President Bashar al- 
Assad. 

The rush-hour bombing in 
the predominantly Christian 
district of Ashrafieh, which 
drew international condem¬ 
nation, killed seven other 
people and wounded 86, In¬ 
formation Minister Walid 
Daouk said, revising an ear¬ 


lier toll. 

A government official said 
the intelligence chief of 
Febanon's Internal Security 
Forces, General Wissam al- 
Hassan, was among the dead 
— in one of the highest-pro- 
file killings since the 2005 
murder of former premier 
Rafiq Hariri. 

Hassan was close to Rafiq's 
son, Saad, who is leader of the 
opposition and hostile to 
Assad's regime. He had been 
tipped to take over as ISF head 
at the end of this year. 

Both Saad Hariri and 



Walid Jumblatt, Febanon's 
Druze leader, charged that the 
Syrian president was behind 
the attack. 

"We accuse Bashar al- 
Assad of the assassination of 
Wissam al-Hassam, the guar¬ 
antor of the security of the 
Febanese," Hariri, who is 
also a former premier, told a 
Febanese TV station. 

Jumblatt, a longtime critic 
of Damascus, said: "I openly 
accuse Bashar al-Assad and 
his regime of killing Wissam 
al-Hassan." 

Ahead of the accusations, 
Syrian Information Minister 
Omran al-Zohbi condemned 
what he called a "terrorist, 
cowardly" attack, saying 
such incidents were "unjusti¬ 
fiable wherever they occur." 

The United States and 
France condemned the attack. 

"There is no justification for 
such violence," State Depart¬ 
ment spokeswoman Victoria 
Nuland said. "It was a car 
bomb. We have no reason to 
believe it was not terrorism. We 
condemn this act of terrorism." 

French President Francois 
Hollande urged Febanese of¬ 
ficials to protect their country 
from "all attempts at destabil¬ 
isation."

Introduction of new law to 
regulate Employment 
Agencies 


For the past two years, the 
government has been work¬ 
ing on implementing changes 
in our labor laws. One of the 
changes to be deliberated in 
Parliament before the end of 
the year will be the regulation 
of the phenomena of employ¬ 
ment agencies. The govern¬ 
ment, in principle, has no 
problem with employment 
agencies in our community. 
Their function is to find tem¬ 
porary workers for compa¬ 
nies who need a fill-in for 
someone who may have

employees are unable to pro¬ 
cure bank loans, or establish 
a mortgage for the purchase 
of a house, which limits their 
personal advancement. 

It is in this very vein that 
the government has prepared 
a new law which has been 
submitted to Parliament for 
deliberations. This law will 
regulate all aspects of em¬ 
ployment agencies. There are 
currently 40 employment 
agencies on Aruba, with sev¬ 
eral of them working with 
one single client with more 
than 200 employees for the 
one client. This is not correct. 
The spirit of the new law en¬ 
tails, that a person may work 
on a temporary basis for a 
company for no more than 
one year! 

This phenomenon began 
about 15 to 20 years ago at 
one specific hotel and today 
it has spread all over the is¬ 
land, including government 
companies. This, according 
to the government, cannot 
continue. 

Once this law passes, and 
the Department of Labor dur¬ 
ing their regular controls, en¬ 
counters a person working in 
the same function as a tempo¬ 
rary employee from an em¬ 
ployment agency, the agency 
will be sanctioned severely. 
The new law will allow for 
sanctions for as high as 250 
thousand Florins. 

According to the govern¬ 
ment, the philosophy of em¬ 
ployment agencies must 
return to what it was origi¬ 
nally and they cannot be used 
as a means to prevent an em¬ 
ployee from obtaining a fixed 
job contract with a company.

Dutch unemployment 
still on the rise 



THE NETHERLANDS - 
Figures published by Statis¬ 
tics Netherlands today show 
that seasonally adjusted un¬ 
employment rose by 5 thou¬ 
sand in September 2012, to 
519 thousand. 

According to figures pub¬ 
lished by the Institute for the 


Implementation of Employ¬ 
ees’ Insurance (UWV), the 
number of people claiming 
unemployment benefit in 
September was 304 thou¬ 
sand, around the same num¬ 
ber as in August. 

In September, 6.6 percent 
of the Dutch labour force 
were unemployed. One 
month previously this figure 
was 6.5 percent. In the last 
three months the number of 
unemployed rose by an aver¬ 
age 8 thousand persons per 
month. In this period 5 thou¬ 
sand men and 3 thousand 
women per month joined the 
unemployed. As a result, 281 
thousand men and 238 thou¬ 
sand women were unem¬ 
ployed in September.

In the continuing effort to 
alert the island of the in¬ 
creased threat to Aruba’s ma¬ 
rine environment from 
invasive lionfish, The Old 
Man and the Sea restaurant 


announced a special weekend 
fish festival, demonstrating 
the eminent suitability of li¬ 
onfish as a dietary staple. 

The romantic “island” din¬ 
ing area maintained by the 


restaurant was where Chef 
Christian unveiled a tempting 
platter of lionfish morsels, 
during the announcement of 
the upcoming fish festival. 
The fish was grilled and 
lightly seasoned, compli¬ 
mented with the restaurant’s 
signature “Papaya Pica” 
sauce, cubes of fried funchi 
and a crisp Mezzacorona 
Pinot Grigio. 

Natasha Richardson, wife 
of Aruba’s most enthusiast li¬ 
onfish hunter and founder of 
Aruba Underwater Hunters, 
Jair Britton, explained the sit¬ 
uation. Lionfish, which are 
native to the Indo Pacific and 
Red Sea, were spotted off the 


coast of Florida as far back as 
1985, and have been steadily 
making their way south, 
through the Caribbean, ever 
since. 

Red Lionfish are thriving 
and dominating Atlantic and 
Caribbean waters and reef 
environments. In 2009 they 
were spotted in Aruba, hav¬ 
ing worked their way through 
The Bahamas and other 
Caribbean islands, which is a 
cause of great concern for 
marine biologists throughout 
the region. 

The Red Lionfish is a vo¬ 
racious creature. Studies 
show a single lionfish is ca¬ 
pable of reducing the existing 


fish population of a reef by 
2/3 to 80%, within a year. Li¬ 
onfish are also very cunning 
hunters, usually pursuing 
their prey in pairs or packs, 
herding fleeing fish towards 
each other so they cannot es¬ 
cape. They expand their jaws 
to literally vacuum several 
fish at a time down their gul¬ 
lets. 

In warm Caribbean waters 
a pair of lionfish reproduces 
at a prodigious rate. Those 
having taken up residence in 
colder Atlantic waters will 
spawn clusters of eggs for 3 
months out of the year, when 
waters are warm.

Obama says mind-changing 
Romney has Romnesia ' 


FAIRFAX, Virginia (AFP) - 
President Barack Obama 
came up with a biting new 
term Friday for what he 
called rival Mitt Romney's 
flip-flopping on policy posi¬ 
tions, calling it "Romnesia." 

"Mr. Severely Conserva¬ 
tive wants you to think he 
was severely kidding about 
everything he said over the 
last year," the president said 
at a rally attended by some 
9,000 people at a university 
campus outside Washington. 

It marked a clear escala¬ 
tion of the tone Obama is em¬ 
ploying to attack his rival in 
the tight race for the White 
House, with the election just 
18 days away. 

The two men face off 
Monday in Florida for the 
last of three debates, this time 
focusing on foreign policy. 

The president said the for¬ 
mer Massachusetts governor 


used to claim, for instance, he 
was the ideal candidate for 
the conservative movement 
known as the Tea Party. 

"Now, suddenly, he's say¬ 
ing, 'what, who, me?"’ the 
president said, drawing 
laughs from the crowd. 

"I mean, he's changing up 
so much and backtracking 
and sidestepping, we've got 
to name this condition that 
he's going through. I think it's 
called 'Romnesia.' That's 
what it's called. I think that's 
what he's going through," 
Obama said. 

The president then rattled 
off what he said were a series 
of Romney policy reversals 
on issues such as women's 
rights, tax cuts for the 
wealthy and the future of the 
coal industry. 

Shortly after Obama's 
speech, the hashtag #Romne- 
sia began trending on Twitter.

Since the water temperature 
in the Caribbean is always 
high, those that have spread 
to local waters will reproduce 
all year round, with the capa¬ 
bility of releasing 2 million 
fertilized eggs into the sea, 
annually. Within 24 hours the 
larvae hatch, and within 20 to 
35 days the young lionfish 
have matured sufficiently to 
return to the reef where they 
were spawned, or be carried 
by currents to invade new en¬ 
vironments. 

It is well known lionfish 
spines are venomous. The 
venom injected from their 
fins can be quite painful and 
particularly harmful to those 
who are allergic. However, 
the lionfish is NOT poison¬ 
ous to ingest, and are very 
low in cholesterol and quite 
good eating. The Bahamas, 
which has greatly suffered 
from the lionfish invasion, re¬ 
taliated by establishing fish¬ 
ing competitions directed at 
the species and several 
restaurants carry it on their 
menu. 

The sampling provided by 
Chef Christian proved lion¬ 
fish to be a very sweet, moist 


and tasty fish. Over the last 
weekend of this month, Fri¬ 
day, Saturday and Sunday, 
October 26, 27 and 28, be¬ 
ginning at 6:00 PM, The Old 
Man and the Sea is featuring 
a special four-course dinner. 
It will include lionfish soup, 
pumpkin soup, lionfish ce- 
viche, and lionfish filet with 
papaya sauce. Each course is 
paired with a glass of Mezza- 
corona Pinot Grigio from 
Pepia Est wine merchants. 

Musical entertainment 
will be provided by virtuoso 
percussionist Carlos Bislip, 
and Jair Britton, will be on to 
discuss the lionfish situation 
and explain the nutritional 
value. It is hoped this pro¬ 
gram will encourage other 
restaurants to put lionfish on 
the menu, and so become a 
part of the solution to this 
threat top Aruba’s underwa¬ 
ter world.

Pakistani schoolgirl Malala f very 
ill 1 but able to stand 


LONDON (AFP) - Malala 
Yousafzai, the Pakistani 
schoolgirl shot in the head by 
the Taliban, has stood up with 
help for the first time but re¬ 
mains seriously ill, doctors 
treating her at a British hos¬ 
pital said Friday. 

She is unable to talk due to 
the breathing tube inserted 
into her windpipe but she can 
communicate by writing, said 
Dave Rosser, the medical di¬ 
rector at the Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital in Birmingham, cen¬ 
tral England. 

The teenager escaped cer¬ 
tain death by a matter of cen¬ 
timetres (inches), with the 


bullet grazing the edge of her 
brain, he revealed. 

Though Malala has the po¬ 
tential to make ’’pretty much 
a full recovery”, Rosser 
warned that she is ’’not out of 
the woods yet” — her doctors’ 
chief concern being an infec¬ 
tion in the bullet track 
through her head. 

In an attack which out¬ 
raged the world, she was shot 
on a school bus in the former 
Taliban stronghold of Pak¬ 
istan's Swat valley on Octo¬ 
ber 9 as a punishment for 
campaigning for the right of 
girls to an education.

Popular sunscreen recalled; can catch fire on skin 


CHICAGO (AFP) - The 
maker of Banana Boat sun¬ 
screen recalled 23 spray-on 
products Friday saying there 
was a risk they could catch 
fire on one's skin, after re¬ 
ports of five people being 
burned in the US and Canada. 

Energizer Holdings said it 


was recalling its popular con¬ 
tinuous spray sunscreen "due 
to a potential risk of product 
igniting on the skin if contact 
is made with a source of igni¬ 
tion before the product is 
completely dry.” 

It cited a likely problem 
with the size of the spray valve 


opening that allows more of 
the volatile product to be 
sprayed on the skin than usual. 

"If a consumer comes into 
contact with a flame or spark 
prior to complete drying of 
the product on the skin, there 
is a potential for the product 
to ignite.”

PARIS (AFP) - Twitter, a day 
after saying it blocked a neo- 
Nazi account in Germany in 
a global first, made another 
major concession Friday by 
agreeing to remove anti-Se¬ 
mitic posts in France, a 
lawyer said. 


The company did not im¬ 
mediately confirm the move, 
but the lawyer for a French 
Jewish student union said 
that after it threatened legal 
action, Twitter agreed to take 
down many of the offending 
tweets that have recently 


flooded the site. 

UEJF lawyer Stephane 
Lilti said after a meeting with 
Twitter's lawyer in France 
that his client had scored an 
"important victory" over the 
micro-blogging site.

Merah went on a shooting 
rampage in March in and 
around the southern city of 
Toulouse, killing a rabbi, 
three Jewish children and 
three French paratroopers be¬ 
fore being shot dead in a po¬ 
lice siege. 

On Thursday, Twitter said 
it had blocked a neo-Nazi 
group's account at the request 
of German police. 

The move was the first 
time that the US firm had ap¬ 
plied a policy known as 
"country-withheld content" 
which allows it to block an 
account at the request of state 
authorities.

Gone in 90 seconds: Dutch police release art heist photos 


Friend of Dutch 
prince cleared 
over avalanche 
tragedy 

VIENNA (AFP) - Austrian 
prosecutors dropped all 
charges Friday against a ski 
companion of Dutch Prince 
Friso, who was caught with 
him in an avalanche in Feb¬ 
ruary that left the royal 
brain-damaged and in a 
coma. 

The unnamed old friend, 
identified by media as the 
director of the Austrian 
hotel where the Dutch royal 
family stays every year, es¬ 
caped unscathed but had 
been charged with causing 
injury through negligence. 

’’Both skiers were aware 
that skiing off-piste in deep 
snow always carries the risk 
of starting an avalanche,” 
Heinz Rusch, spokesman 
for the prosecution in the 
western Austrian town of 
Feldkirch, said Friday. 

The two men thus shared 
responsibility, he noted, 
adding there was no cause 
for criminal prosecution in 
this case. 

On February 17, Prinz 
Friso and his unnamed com¬ 
panion were caught in an 
avalanche while skiing off- 
piste in the ritzy western 
Austrian resort of Fech. 

At the time the avalanche 
alert level was at the second 
highest, posing a particular 
risk away from the prepared 
ski slopes. 

The prince, an experi¬ 
enced skier but who unlike 
his friend did not have an 
avalanche airbag, was hos¬ 
pitalised in critical condi¬ 
tion after spending some 20 
minutes under the snow and 
suffering a lengthy heart at¬ 
tack. 

Austrian doctors later 
said the prince, Queen Beat¬ 
rix's second son, may never 
again regain consciousness. 
He was later transferred to a 
Fondon hospital for long¬ 
term care.

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THE HAGUE (AFP) - Dutch 
police on Friday released se¬ 
curity camera images taken 
during the theft of seven 
major artworks from a Rot¬ 
terdam museum which indi¬ 
cate the culprits were in and 
out in barely 90 seconds. 

Police released very 
grainy images of two thieves 
entering the Kunsthal at 3:22 
am and 25 seconds on Tues¬ 


day morning, according to 
the timecode, and leaving 
again precisely 96 seconds 
later. 

During that time the 
thieves had time to find, re¬ 
move and conceal two Mon¬ 
ets, a Picasso, a Gauguin, a 
Matisse, a Freud and another 
painting, worth up to 200 
million euros on the open 
market, the greatest such 


heist in 20 years. 

Police said they were re¬ 
leasing the images in the 
hope that witnesses might 
recognise the "odd” bags the 
thieves were carrying. The 
police noted that one suspect 
was bigger than the other. 

Earlier Friday, police ap¬ 
pealed for help from visitors 
who had shot video in the mu¬ 
seum in the run-up to the theft 


and from nightclub goers on 
the night of the theft. 

Police denied however 
that the appeal to the public 
meant they had no leads to¬ 
wards solving the biggest 
such theft in over two 
decades. 

"Investigators are cur¬ 
rently looking at all the infor¬ 
mation that they've received 
but additional information is 


necessary,” Rotterdam police 
said in a statement. 

Contacted by AFP, police 
said they had numerous "use¬ 
ful tips” and the investigation 
was moving ahead. 

"To get more information 
and gather more images to¬ 
gether, police are focussing 
their enquiry on the neigh¬ 
bourhood around the Kun¬ 
sthal," police said.

First man who lived six months 
without heart mourned by Czechs 


PRAGUE (AFP) - Czechs yes¬ 
terday mourned the death of 
Jakub Halik, a 38-year-old 
fireman, who became the first 
human ever to have survived 
six months without a heart on 
artificial life support, but suc¬ 
cumbed to liver and kidney 
failure. 

Physicians treating an ag¬ 
gressive cancerous tumour in 
his heart removed it in April 
but were never able to find an¬ 
other compatible donor for a 
successful transplant. 

"Up to now, no one the 
world over has ever survived 
such a long time in this kind of 
condition," the Dnes Czech 
daily said . 

Meanwhile, the Blesk daily 
paid homage to "the man with¬ 
out a heart who was a man of 


great heart." 

Black flags of mourning 
flew over fire stations across 
the Czech Republic Thursday 
as colleagues honoured Halik. 

In August, eminent cardiol¬ 
ogist Jan Pirk from Prague's 
IKEM experimental medicine 
institute had warned that find¬ 
ing a heart compatible for a 
"big lad" like Halek would be 
no easy task. 

His condition deteriorated 
over the past few weeks with 
tests showing he was suffering 
from both liver and kidney 
failure. 

"We did everything possible 
to save him," Pirk said. Jakub 
Halik died Saturday morning, 
but the news was only made 
public later in the week. 

"This feisty fighter loved his 


family very much. His life's 
mission was to save the lives 
of others. Unfortunately, our 
ability to save his life were 
very limited," Eliska Breck- 
ova, his nurse at IKEM told 
Blesk. 

Halik is survived by his wife 
and 12-year-old son.

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Oil prices skid on weak US earnings, 
EU summit 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Oil 
prices tumbled Friday as 
traders worried about de¬ 
mand following a batch of 
poor earnings reports from 
US companies and an EU cri¬ 
sis summit that disappointed. 

Prices also were hit by a 
stronger dollar; dollar-priced 
crude tends to curb demand 
from buyers using weaker 
currencies. 

New York's main contract, 
light sweet crude for Novem¬ 
ber, plunged $2.05 from 
Thursday to finish at $90.05 
a barrel. 


Brent North Sea crude for 
delivery in December slid 
$2.28 to $110.14 in Eondon 
trade. 

The New York futures 
contract began the trading 
session in positive territory, 
slightly lifted by supply con¬ 
cerns amid a temporary Tran- 
sCanada shutdown of its 
Keystone pipeline for an 
"anomaly." 

But a spate of weak US 
earnings reports turned 
traders more bearish about 
the economy, the world's 
biggest oil consumer, said 



Michael Lynch, president of 
Strategic Energy & Eco¬ 
nomic Research. 

Investors also appeared 
dismayed by a lack of rapid 
progress toward a full bank¬ 
ing union at a two-day Euro¬ 
pean Union summit in 
Brussels that wrapped up Fri¬ 
day. 

EU leaders agreed on a 
bank oversight timeline but 
details remain to be worked 
out. 

The summit did not re¬ 
solve the issue of eurozone 
sovereign debt, and "it is un¬ 
clear whether this body will 
be a source for deposit insur¬ 
ance across the eurozone, 
something that Germany 
firmly opposes," said Viren- 
dra Singh at Moody's Analyt¬ 
ics.

Britain's Cameron talks tough 
on Europe 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - British 
Prime Minister David 
Cameron stuck firmly to his 
sceptical approach to Europe 
Friday, threatening to veto 
the bloc's budget and defend 
London's interests against all 
comers. 

But fighting his corner did 
not mean that he wanted out 
of Europe — Cameron wanted 
in, to get the best for Britain 
even if that means opposing 
some of Brussels' ambitious 
plans for tighter policy con¬ 
trol over member states. 

"I just don’t accept that," 
he said after a two-day EU 
summit when pressed by 
British reporters over 
whether increasingly eu¬ 
rosceptic rhetoric from him 
and his Conservative Party 
suggested a growing threat to 
quit the EU. 

Pressed again over one of 
London's major sticking 
points, the EU's trillion-euro 
2014-20 budget, Cameron 
was forthright. 

"The short answer is 
'Yes,'" Cameron said when 
asked if he would veto the 
EU budget at a summit in 
November if it includes in¬ 
creases in spending at a time 
when member state budgets 
are being cut. 

"We can't have EU spend¬ 
ing going up and up," he said. 

"It would not be accept¬ 
able to see a huge increase in 
spending when budgets are 
being cut." 


All 27 EU members meet 
next month to thrash out an 
accord on the 2014-20 budget 
proposed by the European 
Commission. 

Carrefour shares 
soar after sells 
Colombia stores 

PARIS, (AFP) - Shares in 
French retail giant Car¬ 
refour soared more than 6.0 
percent in opening trading 
on Friday after the company 
sold its stores in Colombia 
for an enterprise value of 2 
billion euros ($2.6 billion). 

Carrefour announced late 
on Thursday that it was sell¬ 
ing its 72 hypermarkets, 16 
convenience stores and 4 
cash and carry stores in 
Colombia to the Chilean 
group Cencosud as part of 
its new strategy focusing on 
areas in which it holds or 
aims to develop a leading 
position. 

Carrefour's shares 
jumped 6.11 percent in 
early trading on Friday to 
18.44 euros. 

Carrefour, the world's 
second-biggest retailer by 
sales after Walmart, has 
been seeking to rejuvenate 
its performance which has 
been held back by the slow¬ 
down in its core European 
markets.

VIENNA (AFP) - A nine- 
year-old Austrian boy was re¬ 
sponsible for starting a fire 
that destroyed a supermarket, 
police said Friday. 

Police gave no details but 
media reports said that the 
boy set fire to rolls of toilet 


paper on the shelves of the 
store in Dornbirn, western 
Austria, because he was 
’’bored.” 

The blaze in June caused 
several million euros’ (dol¬ 
lars’) worth of damage, with 
100 firefighters having to 


contend with exploding 
aerosols and glass shelving 
shattering. No one was hurt. 

Police discovered in sub¬ 
sequent enquiries at a nearby 
school that the boy, who has 
not been named, was respon¬ 
sible, the Kurier daily re¬ 
ported Friday. 


Freed Pussy Riot files complaint 




MOSCOW (AFP) - The freed member of Pussy Riot 
punks has filed a complaint with the European Court of 
Human Rights over breaches of freedom of speech and 
inhumane detention conditions, her lawyer said Friday. 
Yekaterina Samutsevich, 30, who has been released with 
a suspended sentence while her two bandmates are to 
serve two-year prison terms, filed the complaint with the 
Strasbourg-based body, her lawyer Yelena Khrunova told 
Kommersant daily. The complaint cited breaches of 
human rights including the right to freedom of speech, 
the newspaper cited the letter as saying, arguing that 
"even Samutsevich's suspended sentence for express¬ 
ing her opinion is illegal." 


Jerusalem olive trees linked 
to Christ's time: experts 



VATICAN CITY (AFP) - 
Olive trees in the Garden of 
Gethsemane come from cut¬ 
tings of a tree dating back to 
when Jesus is believed to have 
prayed on the hill in Jerusalem 
before his death, scientists 
said. 

The study of one of the 
holiest places for Christians 
was commissioned by Custo- 
dia Terrae Sanctae, a group of 
Franciscan missionaries who 
maintain and study ancient 
monuments in the Holy Fand 
associated with Jesus Christ. 

The study on eight olive 
trees in the garden began in 
2009 and has involved several 


Italian researchers and profes¬ 
sors including Giovanni Gian- 
frate, an expert on the history 
of olive trees in the Mediter¬ 
ranean region. 

The research found that 
three of the eight trees dated 
back to the middle of the 12th 
century and that parts of their 
roots were even older. 

The garden was reorgan¬ 
ised by Crusaders between 
1150 and 1170. 

The analysis found that all 
eight trees had "similar ge¬ 
netic profiles” which re¬ 
searchers said meant that they 
were all related to a single 
tree. 

Cuttings from that more an¬ 
cient tree were planted in the 
12th century, the scientists 
said at a press conference in 
the Vatican. 

Franciscan monk Pierbat- 
tista Pizzaballa, who is known 
as the "custos” of the Holy 
Land, said the olive trees were 
"testament to a deeply rooted 
faith”.

VIENNA, Austria (AFP) - Top seeds Juan Martin del Potro 
and Janko Tipsarevic boosted their chances of reaching 
the season-ending ATP World Tour Finals on Friday 
when they eased into the Austrian Open semi-finals. 
Number one seed Del Potro, playing his first event in a 
month after a wrist injury suffered in the Davis Cup semi¬ 
finals, had too much class for Australia's Marinko Mato- 
sevic, 6-2, 6-2. Tipsarevic, still jet-lagged from playing in 
Shanghai last week, enjoyed a swift 6-2, 4-2 passage 
after Slovenian opponent Aljaz Bedene quit with a thigh 
injury. The 63-minute result was welcomed by the sec¬ 
ond seed, who had played both singles and doubles the 
day before. Today, Del Potro will face Gilles Muller who 
beat Paolo Lorenzi 6-3, 6-4 while Tipsarevic will get a re¬ 
run of a US Open match-up when he faces Zemlja, 
ranked 70th. Del Potro and Tipsarevic are chasing two 
of the three remaining places in the eight-man World 
Tour Finals which start on November 5 in London. With 
this weekend, and two more weeks of play remaining, 
every match counts.

NFL: 49ers rebound with win 
over Seahawks

SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Delanie Walker's third-quar¬ 
ter touchdown catch made 
the difference Thursday as 
San Francisco beat Seattle 
13-6 in a tough defensive bat¬ 
tle to seize the lead in the 
NFL's NFC West division. 

San Francisco quarterback 
Alex Smith completed 14 of 
23 passes for 140 yards, one 
touchdown and one intercep¬ 
tion and David Akers booted 
a pair of field goals for the 
49ers, who rebounded from a 
lopsided loss to the New York 
Giants last weekend in a re¬ 
match of last season's NFC 
Championship game. 

Frank Gore ran for 131 
yards on 16 carries for San 
Francisco and had five 
catches for 51 yards to help 
the 49ers come out on top in 
their first division match-up 
of the season. 

Seahawks signal-caller 
Russell Wilson endured a dif¬ 


ficult game, completing just 
nine of 23 passes with an in¬ 
terception for the Seahawks, 
who had two first-half field 
goals from Steven Hauschka. 

Seattle had won two 
straight coming into the 
game, but fell to 4-3. 

Seattle led by three at half¬ 
time but had to punt on the 
first possession of the second 
half. 

San Francisco capped a 
drive with Smith's 12-yard 
touchdown throw to Walker, 


and the 49ers' Dashon Gold- 
son then intercepted Wilson. 

Smith then threw an inter¬ 
ception of his own before San 
Francisco completed the 
scoring with a second field 
goal from Akers with 5:24 to 
play. 

The contest kicked off a 
week of NFL action that in¬ 
cludes an AFC East division 
clash between perennial con¬ 
tenders the New England Pa¬ 
triots and the New York Jets. 

The Jets travel to New 
England tied with the Patriots 
for the division lead at 3-3, 
and Jets coach Rex Ryan was 
typically bullish on his team's 
chances. 

There's plenty at stake on 
Sunday, with the winner re¬ 
maining the standard-bearer 
in the division. 

If it's the Jets, they'll be 3- 
0 in divisional play and have 
an advantage in potential 
tiebreakers. 

The Super Bowl champion 
New York Giants host the 
Washington Redskins in a 
clash of NFC East con¬ 
tenders. 

The Giants top the division 
at 4-2, but both their defeats 
have come against division 
rivals.

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NHL: League disappointed 
with player response 


TORONTO (AFP) - NHL 
commissioner Gary Bettman 
said that talks to end the lock¬ 
out of players and salvage a 
full season were ’’not progress¬ 
ing,” based on the latest 
counter-proposals from play¬ 
ers. 

The two sides met for just 
over an hour Thursday at play¬ 
ers union headquarters. 

Bettman indicated the 
league was disappointed by 
the players’ response to a Na¬ 
tional Hockey League pro¬ 
posal made on Tuesday, which 
offered a 50-50 split of 
hockey-related revenues if a 
contract can be agreed by early 
November — in time to allow 
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for a full season. 

"None of the three varia¬ 
tions of players' share that they 
gave us even began to ap¬ 
proach 50-50 (revenue split) 
either at all or for some long 
period of time, and it's clear 
that we're not speaking the 
same language in terms of 
what they came back to us 
with,” Bettman said. 

NHL deputy commissioner 
Bill Daly said one of the play¬ 
ers' proposals, touted as in¬ 
cluding a 50-50 revenue split, 
did not because of additional 
conditions. 

"It is not a 50-50 deal,” Daly 
said. "It is, most likely a 56- to 
57-percent (for players) deal in 
Year One and never gets to 50 
percent during the proposed 
five-year term of the agree¬ 
ment. 

"The proposal contemplates 
paying the players approxi¬ 
mately $650 million outside of 
the players' share,” Daly said. 
"In effect, the union is propos¬ 
ing to change the accounting 
rules to be able to say '50-50,' 
when in reality it is not. The 
Union told us that they had not 
yet 'run the numbers.' We did.” 


However, players union 
chief Don Fehr said the latest 
NHL proposal still represents 
huge reductions in player 
salaries. 

Talks on a new collective 
bargaining agreement have 
been stalled largely over how 
to divide $3.2 billion in 
hockey-related revenues, and 
owners locked out players on 
September 15. 

Players had received 57 per¬ 
cent under the old deal. Own¬ 
ers had asked for at least 53 
percent under a new agree¬ 
ment, until their 50-50 pro¬ 
posal on Tuesday. 

That came a week after the 
league announced the cancel¬ 
lation of 82 games scheduled 
for the first fomight of the sea¬ 
son, which was originally 
slated to start on October 11. 

Despite cancelling those 
games, Bettman said the 
league could complete a full 
season — 82 games per team - 
- if they get underway in early 
November. 

Meanwhile The NHL wiped 
out the third week of the regu¬ 
lar season yesterday.

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Baseball: Tigers sweep past Yanks into World Series 


Cycling: 
Rabobank to 
end sponsorship 
of professional 
cycling 

THE HAGUE (AFP) - 
Rabobank will stop sponsor¬ 
ing professional cycling at the 
end of this year, in the wake of 
the US Anti-Doping Agency 
(USADA) report on the use of 
banned substances in the 
sport, the Dutch bank said. 

"We are no longer con¬ 
vinced that the international 
professional world of cycling 
can make this a clean and fair 
sport," bank board member 
Bert Bruggink was quoted as 
saying as he announced the 
end of its 17-year backing. 
"We are not confident that this 
will change for the better in 
the foreseeable future." 

Rabobank said that it came 
to the "inevitable" decision 
following the USADA report 
on Lance Armstrong which 
was published last week and 
put the seven-time Tour de 
France winner at the heart of 
the biggest doping programme 
in the history of sport. 

"It is painful. Not just for 
Rabobank, but especially for 
the enthusiasts and the cyclists 
who are not to blame in this," 
Bruggink said. 

Rabobank's sponsorship is 
the latest casualty of the the 
far-reaching Armstrong scan¬ 
dal, which the USADA called 
"the most sophisticated, pro¬ 
fessionalised and successful 
doping programme that sport 
has ever seen". 

The UCI is meanwhile fac¬ 
ing growing calls to say how 
Armstrong and his US Postal 
Service team managed to avoid 
detection for so long, amid 
claims they were tipped off 
about drug test visits and posi¬ 
tive results were covered up. 

Casualties from the contro¬ 
versy that has rocked the sport 
include senior Cycling Aus¬ 
tralia official Stephen Hodge, 
who resigned from the board 
after admitting taking per¬ 
formance-enhancing drugs 
during his pro career.

The Tigers reached 
the World Series for the 11th 
time and the first time since 


2006. 

They'll face either San 
Francisco or St. Louis in 
Major League Baseball's 
championship showcase, start¬ 
ing next Wednesday. 

Not even another lineup 
change by manager Joe Gi- 
rardi could ignite the Yankees' 
sagging offense. 

Girardi again benched su¬ 
perstar third baseman Alex 
Rodriguez, along with slump¬ 
ing Curtis Granderson. 

The re-tooled batting order 
managed just a triple from Ed¬ 
uardo Nunez and an RBI dou¬ 


ble by Nick Swisher, both in 
the sixth inning. 

The Yankees scored only 
six runs and batted only .156 
over the four games, their low¬ 
est ever average in a playoff 
series. 

In a game postponed from 
Wednesday because of rain, 
Detroit battered Yankees ace 
CC Sabathia. Jhonny Peralta 
belted a brace of homers and 
drove in three runs. 

American League triple 
crown winner Miguel Cabrera 
and Austin Jackson also home- 
red.
